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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments to the claims are drawn to a process comprising a combination of limitations not 
previously claimed together, and so would require further consideration and/or search. 

The examiner respectfully notes that applicant's proposed amendments after final appear to combine the subject matter of Groups 111 and 
IV, as set forth in Requirement for Restriction/Election, mailed 12/28/2001, in parent Application Serial No. 09/677.107. The instant 
application is stated to be a "divisional" of said parent application. In the parent application, Group V was elected without traverse. 

The claims of the instant application, as set forth in the preliminary amendments to the claims, entered 10/27/2003. appeared to embrace 
the subject matter of Group IV, as set forth in the parent application 09/677,107. As stated above, the proposed claims appear to combine 
the subject matter of Groups III and IV, as set forth in the parent application. Therefore, the examiner respectfully submits that it is not 
unreasonable to find that the instant proposed amendments after final would raise new issues requiring further search and/or 
consideration.
